EDITORIAL 



New Superintendent Has Inherited Problems 



In the face of all the difficulties he has 
inherited. Persy County's new superintendent, 
'Dennis Wooten, will need all the help and aid 
the people of this county can give him. 

The neat sevesal months will indeed be 
difficult ones Besides the routine tasks of man- 
aging one of the largest single businesses with- 
in this county, he will also have the tremendous 
burden of correcting the endless abuses which 
marked his predecessor's administration. 

He obviously will, as he himself first stated, 
have to install managerial systems where only 
turmoil has existed. His problems in transpor- 
tation alone are enough to keep several men 
busy. The u«e of credit cards has been abused, 
county vehicles have obviously been utilized for 
pleasure trips with possibly the taxpayers foot- 
ing the gasoline bill. 

The State has already indicated it will not 
allow the county system to pay bills which can- 
not be documented. And with the claims against 
the county being sizeable, Mr Wooten has the 
problem of straighten these out to the advan- 
tage of the taxpayers. 

We can only urge here that if it seems the 
county school system does not move too effi- 
ciently within the next several months, it will 
only be because of what was inherited by Mr,

We urge the public and especially, teach 
ers, to recognize that Mr Wooten is undertaking 
to correct one of the most flagrant examples of 
mismanagement in the history of this or any 
other Kentucky county. The problem Mr 
Wooten Is attempting to solve are many and 
complex — they cannot be corrected overnight 
by Mr. Wooten or any other man. 

We know he has the best wishes of every- 
one within the county, and we are sure he will 
keep the best interests of the child m of this 
county In mind at all times t 
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To Much Secrecy Surrounds County Proceedings 



Nothing has more dramatically illus- 
trated this pass week why Kentucky law 
requires public advertisements on of- 
ficial proceedings and sealed bids on 
purchases made by governmental units 
than has the turmoil in the Perry Coun- 
ty School System. 

Certainly, had Gilbert Bowling and 
the Pery County Board of Education 
abided by the laws of this State, then 
some of the deficit in the county school 
treasury would have been reduced. 

Unfortunately, the attitude that “the 
public doesn’t need to know ’ is all to 
prevalent within our county. 

As yet, the county budget has not 
been published as required by Kentucky 
law. The reason being given, of course, 
that the “county doesn’t have the mon- 
ey.” While we can sympathize with the 
problems faced by County Judge J. A. 
Smith and recognize that they are many 
and complex, we are not in sympathy 
with any attitude which in essence calls 
for the laws of this State to be taken 
lightly. 

Bidding Is Irregular 

With respect to the Perry County 
School Board, bids were accepted, Mon- 
day night, on coal, under a bidding sys- 
tem that was highly irregular. In fair- 
ness to the Board and it’s new superin- 
tendent, we should point out here that 
they are in the midst of total confusion 
and considering what the board has ap- 
parently been going through the past 
several months, it is little wonder that 
members overlooked the prescribed 
manner for obtaining bids. 

During Monday’s board meeting, it 
was revealed the county school system 
recently purchased a sewer device cost- 
ing over $6,000 and costing $ Both 

purchases were completely illegal. State 
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Average Pocketbook Is No Bottomless Well 
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law, and it is a law common to most 
States, requires that bids be taken on 
purchases exceeding $500. Had the bids 
on coal been taken correctly, there is the 
possibility one firm within the area 
would have bid on the entire county 
system. Such a bid, of course, would 
have well exceeded $500. / y' 

This Includes Us 

It also came to light that the M. C. 
Napier cafeteria has been purchasing its 
milk from one firm — with no bids being 
taken. Needless to say, such is unfair 
competition to other firms which do 
business within this region. And then 
too, there’s always the question of wheth- 
er or not the milk couldn’t have been 
purchased cheaper had it been bidded. 

We don’t restrict this editorial to 
others. The Herald is in the commercial 
printing business, and as this writer has 
told any number of public officials, we 
are perfectly willing and encourage them 
to obtain their printing under the bid 
system. It’s the only right way, the only 
legal way under law for purchases ’’like- 
ly” to exceed $500, and the only honest 
method for protecting the county treas- 
ury and the taxpayers. 

By the same token, however, this 
newspaper will continually reveal which 
officials are not keeping the public in- 
formed and will do everything within 
it’s power to force out into the open for 
publication the information and proceed- 
ings which Kentucky law specifies must 
be published before becoming legal. 
Tragically, the public bodies’ cannot be 
required to advertise for bids on pur- 
chases under $500 But on purchases 
reasonably expected to require more 
than this amount, it is only right that 
the business go to the firm which can 
do the best job the cheapest.

It is difficult to conceive of a million and 
one-half dollar business being managed as 
though it was a comer popcorn stand, but this 
is what has happened to the Perry County 
School System, now crippled by a staggering 
deficit of over $130,000 

Since last Tuesday when Gilbert Bowling 
rtsigned as superintendent, one shocking inci- 
dent after another has rocked the foundations 
of education within this county. 

Illegal contracts— illegal use of public 
fu n ds— school busses purchased locally in 
flagrant disregard for Kentucky law — contracts, 
some made in late August, negotiated without 
public advertisement as required by statute — 
wholesale abuse of the county’s transportation 
system with virtually every cronie in posses- 
sion of a gasoline credit card— favoritism to a 
degree that would sicken the mink and vicuna 
crowds. 

Flagrant Mismanagement 

We wish that this list comprised the sum 
total But we know it doesn't. It takes no spe- 
cial talents to predict that as the State’s audit 
and investigaion continues, more unsavory 
abuses of a public trust will be revealed 

The responsibility for this mess must be 
shared by Mr Bowling and the County Board 
of Education, and the people. 

Certainly, Mr Bowling has been and was 
unqualified for the position of superintendent 
Ignorance of Kentucky law, lack of training, 
a complete absense of leadership abilities, and 
not the least, and inability to say “No” to pres- 
sure groups and the board when courage de- 
manded this answer— all these and other defi- 
ciences in character and ability plagued Mr 
Bowling’s administration of public school funds 

We, Too, Share Blame 

Certain members of the board can take 
comfort only in the fact that in Mr. Bowling 
they have found a scapegoat, for they also are 
largely responsible for the present plight of 
education within this county. All members of 
the board bear some degree of responsibility 
for the. present situation for failing to fire Mr 
Bowling before the treasury reached it’s pres- 
ent, deplorable state. 

It was within the poww of the board at 
anytime to demand Mr Bowling’s resignation 
The Board could have turned to the public for 
support, and in the light of what has been 
revtaled in the State audit, would have found 
a sympathetic ear. 

Two members of the Board, faced with an 
election this November, n°*' have, the difficult 
if not impossible task of explaining why they 
failed to vote and act in the best interests of 
the children of Perry County 

If only for the damage done the children 
of Perry County, it should be a long time be- 



fore the people of this county forge* the ac- 
tions of Mr Bowling and certain members of 
the Board. 

Unfortunately there is a third party in 
volved — tho people of Perry County. So long 
as we remain apathetic to ramshackle school 
buildings, believe that public office is for our 
own personal gain, and desire that teaching 
positions go not to the best qualified but to 
persons with the most votes — we cap nevor 
hope, even with a well-heeled treasury, to have 
more than a substandard school system 

Teachers Driven Out 

Some of the finest teachers in the this and 
other States have been driven out of the Perry 
County school system because they nghtly 
refused to become pawns in a game of political 
chess and favoritism and will not lower their 
teaching standards to cater to some parents of 
politicial influence. 

Before law. Mr. Bowling and the County 
Board of Education are to blame You and I 
have only our conscience to answer too — a 
vehicle of the mind all too capable of grandiose 
rationalization

Radio To Furnish Another Vital Link In Flood Control and Flood Warning 



Where does it end? Once again the 
federal government is speaking of new 
postal increases for next year and high- 
er federal gasoline taxes to meet the ex- 
pected deficit. 

Anyone who spend money for any 
purpose today knows that prices are 
constantly going up. The government 
doesn’t need to point this out. However, 
if the government were in the same posi- 
tion as most of us, they would realize 
that there is a limit The average citizen’s 
pocket 4>ook is far from being a bottom- 
less well of money. 

When the price of a necessity goes 
up. the housewife can’t go to the hus- 
band and say he has to bring home moie 
money She is forced to do without some- 
thing else in order to get the necessity. 

Every business man today knows 
that he can’t keep raising the price of US 
product or service in order to meet his 



rising costs. He knows that he must find 
ways to cut corners and decrease his or- 
dinary expenditures in order to meet the 
rising costs. Or else he goes out of busi- 
ness. 

If this economic fact is true for the 
average citizen, certainly ^it must have 
some application to our “governments. 
Maybe our congressional and executive 
leaders in Washington need to take a 
little closer look at what’s going on in 
the cities and towns around them.

The “new look” that seems to be 
sweeping over Hazard and much of Perry 
County has reached even the mountain 
tops, and we don’t mean Peter’s Peak, 

Chavies Mountain, about five miles 
from Buckhorn and said to be one of the 
highest points in Perry County at 1540 
feet, is bald at the peak and a 90 foot steel 
tower reaches toward the clouds from 
there 

The stainless steel structure, about 
five feet in circumference, is part of an 
intricate flood-warning system that has 
been devised and is in the process of be- 
ing installed as another of the many steps 
in the eventual flood control the Buckhorn 
Dam will bring 

Tower I* Relay Station 

The tower is a relay station providing 
close communication with a control tower 
at the dam and unattended, tone controlled 



inflow stations at Hyden on the Middle 
Fork of the Kentucky River, and at Wooton 
on Cutshin Creek The stations are equip- 
ped with float-operating guages that mea- 
sure the height of water in the two 
streams. 

Sudden rises in the water in either 
stream would automatically be relayed to 
the control tower on the dam at Buckhorn, 
and if the warning is severe enough, the 
dam ports can be closed to protect the area 
below the dam. 

La Citadelle Visible 

The tower itself required about two 
months to construct, with Mr. Harry Ran- 
kin, an engineering aid with the Army 
engineers whose main job is tield construc- 
tion, and two helpers from Buckhorn doing 
the work Actual construction could not 
begin until a road was tashioned around 
the steep hill from the Buckhorn road to 
the site Then the trees and underbrush 
had to be cleared away to make room for 
the concrete base and guy lines that sup- 



port the tower. # . 

A magnificent view can be had by 
anyone hardy enough to climb to the top 
of the lean structure. Mr. Rankin said on 
a clear day 14 distant mountain ranges 
could be seen, as well as the top ot 1 *a 
Citadelle on Peter’s Peak 

Another vital link in the Buckhorn 
flood-warning system is the network of 
rainfall stations far up the Middle Fork. 
Paid observes call in when the measurable 
rainfall exceeds one half inch, alerting the 
control tower operator, who in turn refers 
to the inflow stations at Hyden and Wooton 
for the complete flood picture. 

The tower is set to go into operation 
as soon as radio equipment is installed and 
the other stations are operating. The warn- 
ing system will be perfected about a year 
before the dam is completed to avoid any 
possible last-minute difficulty. 

The tower and the warning system 
will not interfere with local television re- 
ception, Mr Rankin said 
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out with savings !

Green B Brashear said, “which 
directs that the program prac 
ticas shall be carried out on 
farm land ‘regularly used in the 
production of crops (including 
crops such as tame hay. alfalfa, 
and clover, which do not require 
annual tillage).* 

“Farmers who want to partici- 
pate in the Construction Re- 
serve next year should keep in 
mind that land is not eligible for 
the program (1) when it is in 
noncrop open pasture or range, 
or (2) when it is planted to small 
fruit, vineyards, nursery stock, 
orchard or nut trees — neither is 
the land between the rows of 
these crops eligible. Land also 
is not eligible if it is owned by 
the Federal Government or by 
a corporation wholly owned by 
the Federal Government.” 

The Conservation. Reserve — 
offering an initial cost-sharing 
payment for conservation prac- 
tices and annual rental payments 
for the term of the contract — is 
the only Soil Bank program that 
will be available for 1959. The 
Acreage Reserve, which applies 
to "basic” allotment crops, is 
being discontinued after 1958

Reynolds and Mahan Trek to Danville 

Back in 1919, Howard trekked down to Princeton to cover a 
game between Princeton and West Virginia This was football 
and Princeton was supposed to have a great team The night biv 
fore, the scribes were gathered at the Princeton Inn. and were 
spending the time swapping yarns. One finally got the floor and 
told the strangest story of all. 

“I saw the darndest thing out at Indiana last week," he 
said, or words to this effect. “Indiana was playing an unheard of 
little outfit called Centre College, from Danville. Kentucky. Th«> 
Centre team, with practically no substitutes, held Indiana score- 
less for a half and then, instead of going to the dressing room 
they sort of camped, Indian style, in the middle of the field 

“It must be a religious school of soma kind because their 
President, a minister somebody said, came down from the stands ( 
and led them in prayer It seamed to work, for they went on to 
beat Indiana. 12-3 It was the biggest upset in years in our part 
of the country ” 

It was just another of the night’s many storias, but Rey 
nolds was the sort of scribe whose memory was a filing cabinet 
Next dav. West Virginia blasted Princeton. 25-0 with a perfor- 
mance that had the experts hailing it as probably the most pow- 
erful team in the nation — Reynolds among them

They Were North Texas Schoolboy Stars 

The gimmick was that the hard core of these Centre stars — 
Bo McMillin. Red Weaver, et al— were all North Texas school- 
boy stars Charley Morin had lined up to go to Texas A AM., 
where he was coaching. Instead, he moved to little Centre and 
took them all with him I ought to know for I almost went a- 
long. 

With the passing of this troupe. Centre gave it all up. The 
pressure and the publicity were far too disrupting All that re- 
mains are the memories, and the Reynolds title of Colonel. That 
was formally bestowed upon him by the Governor of Kentucky, 
“with the gratitude of the state," and back in the days when it 
really meant something.

City Manager Explains Sewer Bond Referendum

The Board of Commissioners of the City of Hazard, meeting 
in regular session October «, 1958. unanimously approving a 
motion that the question of the proposed BOND ISSUE, for the 
construction of sewer imprvemens, including a SEWAGE DIS- 
POSAL PLANT, for the City of Hazard, at an estimated cost of 
$687. 000 00. be explained as fully as possible to the voters of 
this city. 

The question, as it will appear on the ballot is: 

"Shall the City of Hazard incur indebtedness in the sum 
of Five Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars, ($525,900.00) 
and issue and sell therefor- its General Obligation Bonds, 
payable as to both principal and interest from unlimited 
taxation, for the purpose of paying ail or part of costs of 
prviding sewer imprvements, including a sewage treatment 
plant, and all expenses incident thereto? 

(For public notice of bond issue and sewer improvement, 
see classified ad section). 

Some of the main points to remember about this project 
sre as follows: 



(1) The Board of Commissioners, at first had in mind to 
pass a revenue bond issue to cover the City of Hazard’s part of 
this obligation, but the interest rate on the debt would have 
been considerably higher The Kentucky Company, Fiscal Agent 
for this project, estimates that the over-all cost would have 
been at least ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS ($100 
000 00) more The Board of Commissioners, hcrefore, decided 
to resort to the Gtaneral Obligatin Bond In order to cut costs 

(2) Financing of this improvement will be shared by the 
City of Hazard and the Federal Government The Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, operating under Public I*aw 
600, has reserved the sum of $206,250 00. which will be applied 
toward the construction of this particular project, providing; 
the Bund Issue is approved 

(3) The words in the question, “Unlimited Taxation” simply 
means that whatever taxation is necessary to meet principal 
and interest requirements of the incurred debt can be levied 
Actually, no raise in taxation is being considered The plan is 
simply to raise the Sewage Service Charge, which is now being 
applied to water bills, sufficiently to meet this obligation How 
ever, should it become necessary, taxation CAN be levied by 



the Board of Commissioners to meet any deficit that might oc- 
cur This is the reason the interest rate on this General Obliga- 
tion Bond is lower than the interest rate on a Revenue Bond 
Issue, as the full faith and credit of the City of Hazard is pledg- 
ed to meet this obligation should it become necessary A good 
example of his situation is tihe Road Bond issue recently passed 
by the State of Kentucky The principal and interest require- 
ments of the Road Bond Issue is being retired entirely from 
revenues derived from the Gasoline and Oil Tax However, at 
the same time, the entire faith and credit of the State of Ken- 
tucky is pledged to retire this debt since the people of the 
State passed the Genral Obligation Issue, and that means that 
State taxes can be raised should principal and interest require- 
ments become delinquent 

(4) Under the Sewer Service Charge systean, no person will 
pay this charge unless he has sewage facilities that connect into 
the City of Hazard’s Main Line Sewers However, where it is pos- 
sible for main line connections to be made within the City limits, 
strict adherence to existing rules and regulations will be en- 
forced This, of course is for the protection of all citizens 
witliin the City 



(5) For the City of Hazard, this is the ONE chance to im- 
prove sewage facilities with FEDERAL AID Flans for the ex- 
tension of the trunk system and for the construction of the 
Disposal Plant have already been drawn Also, the site for this 
Plant has been tentatively selected The Kentucky Water Pollu- 
tion Control Commission has promised in an open meeting that 
immediate efforts a ill be made to clean up the river above Has 
ard once construction on this project is started 

The City of Hazard constructed its original seawr system, 
its original Water Works, the old Citv Hall, now the City Jail 
and Fire Department, and the darn at the water plant with the 
proceeds of general obligation bonds which the people voted in 
1922 and 1924 All these bonds have been paid since the City 
Manager form of government went into effect January 1st, 1938. 
although nothing had been paid on the principal of either of 
these issueis prior of that time 

If the Sewer Service charge is sufficient in tihe aggregate 
to rntwl the bonds, the issue of which the people of Hazard are 
asked to approve at the November election, as the same be- 
come due from year to year, with interest, then nothing need 
be added to the rate of taxation now prevailing, which ia the 
same as the rate when Haiard was a Fourth Class City

Kenton Painted 
Lashed To Wild 
Indian Horse

"Simon Kenton’s Ride." a 
large painting by William Wal- 
cutt, is one of the favorite ex- 
hibits on display in the Old 
State Capitol to some 12.000 
children who visit the Kentucky 
Historical Society each year in 
school groups. 

Walcutt’s painting was based 
on lithographs drawn by two 
famous European artists. Jean 
FYancois Millet and Karl Bod- 
mer, and published by them 
in 1R1V2 under the title, "Mazep 
pa American." Millet drew the 
Indian figures and that of Sim- 
on Kenton stripped to the waist 
and lashed to a wild horse Bod- 
mer, a Swiss artist, the only 
one of the two who had seen 
and studied Indians in America, 
drew the horse and the land- 
scape. Walcutt’s deviations from 
the original are in favor of a 
more naturalistic handling of 
the scene. 

The capture of Kaskaskia by 
'George Rogers Clark in the 
summer of 1778 fired Colonel 
John Bowman of Kentucky to 
carry the War of the American 
Revolution to the Shawnee al- 
lies of the British in Ohio With 
this in mind, Smon Kenton and 
two others were sent to spy 
out the Shawnees at Chillico- 
the 

Not content with obtaining 
the required military informa- 
tion Bowman would need for 
his expedition, the three scouts 
commandeered seven of the 
finest Indian horses they could 
find The Indians followed in 
quick pursuit, captured Kenton 
and killed one of the scouts, 
the third one getting away. 

The Shawnees tortured Ken- 
ton. then. one. Bonah by name, 
said: “Young man, didn’t you 
know it was wrong to steal 
Indian’s horses? Don’t you know 
the Great Spirit doesn’t love 
people that steal?” This was fol- 
lowed by a beating by Bonah 
and his Indian comrades 

The following day was re- 
| served for a special kind of 
torture to suit the offense 
Simon Kenton was lashed to the 
back of an unbroken, three-old 
horse, which was turned loose 
with its unwilling rider through 
the thick undergrowth and 
forest, a cruel scourge which 
became known far and wide on 
the frontier. This was the fa- 
mous “Mazeppa American” or 
“Simon Kenton’s Ride,” as it is 
better known in America.

MY COLUMN

The other day I was looking for some friends 
in my parish I rang a door bell which brought 
a very friendly man to the door He invited 
me in. I asked him directions to the home of 
my friend He walked out on the soft Florida 
lawn, and veiry cordially engaged in a conversa- 
tion with ine I was not looking for any one 
to begin cutting on me at that time, but 1 was 
interested to know how he was getting along as 
a retired man after many years of skilfully 
handiling the knife. 

He said th.t we all must come to the time 
whan we should retire from our vocations, but 
we must find some interests in life if we ex- 
pect to live very long. 

There arc. a few things that I have learned 
from the scores of retired people with whom 1 
come in contact every day. One is that a per- 
son should have sufficient income for the neces- 
sities of life. Each of us must have something 
useful and interesting to keep us employed 
Then a person iftust adjust himself to living in 
a new world — a retired world. 

Money is not the answer to retirement. I 
know many who have plenty of money, but 
little happiness They want to feel that they 
have a place of usefulness in life. They say 
that money does not disturb them, but time, 
time, and endless restlessness is their problem 
Fishing, hobbies, reading, travel, visiting, and 
all other amusements leave them with the idea 
that they come to the evening with the black 
stare of the night in their faces, only to say, 
“What will I do tomorrow?" 

It is just necessary to prepare for retire- 
ment in these modern days as it is for the work 
we must do. One who makes no preparation 
for his leisure years wHl certainly find himgelf 
a lonely, »3d. wondering, bewildered, and con- 
fused person. The farmer who owns his own 
farm and all he surveys has little less of a 
problem than those in professions and industry 
The farmer can always find something to do, 
even if it is only hunting hen’s nests. But the 
I professional person comes to the end of his 
1 service and must jump off at the deep end, and 
sometimes it is very deep, dark and dismal. The 
teachers must give up their class rooms, preach- 
trs must surrender their pulpits, the doctors 
their patients, the bankers their money, and the 



laborer his tools About the only person in our 
way of life that can live on until he is as useless 
as a worn out shoe, is the politician He can 
hold his Job, draw his salary, much of ii un- 
earned, while other sections *of our population 
must retire 

The reason for that is the law- makers can 
make laws for the other fellow, while they hold 
on, sometimes until they are far in dotage, or 
have worn out their pams sitting around the 
court house and living off the tax-payers. This, 
frankly, is one of the inequalities of our people 
Politicians should come under the same laws 
that other people must live under. If you are 
r^qu-red to rtAire at 65, the politician should 
be forced to retire at that age. But again, they 
make the laws of inequality. They can go on 
and on in office but you must retire at an age 
they set for you. 

There are many useful things you can do if 
you are retired. Don't just sit around and com- 
plain, “1 am just in the way." Become helpful 
in your community. Help your neighbors shuck 
corn, dig potatoes, feed the. stock, grind the 
grist, chop wood, build fences, cut lawns, run 
errands, and help about the house You want 
to live longer, don’t you? Well, the only way 
you can do that is to keep going at something 
helpful and useful 

Did you ever try helping your minister 7 Help- 
ing sick friends’ Taking care of children while 
the family must work? Get into the games of 
living, and stretch out your lives, ye retired 
people, to long lives. 

Now. I must grant you I have known people 
who have been retired most of their lives. They 
are not guilty of working That lazy bunch have 
no trouble with time, they have never used any 
of it for work But these who have worked all 
their lives are the ones we are concerned about 

As the record now stands, one only lives a 
few years after he retires That record can be 
bettered by getting into some useful occupations 
whether you get pay for it or never We had 
just as well learn the sad lesson that industry, 
professions, and private enterprises are not 
going to hire you after you are "Too old." That 
"too old" time often comes about the age of 
fifty. At that age most normal people are in 
the height of their most productive years. Neith- 
er shall you expect the politicians to give you 
help by making laws to benefit those who are 
old. by helping them to get work — they will 
not.
